And accord- 
ingly he hath now bleſſed” us with, as 
he calls it, A Preface ſhewing what 
Gronnds there are of Fears and [ealouſies 
of Popery:.. | EEE 

It will not be unpleaſant to hear 
him begin his Story. The enſuing Trea- 
tiſe of Biſhop Bramhall's being. ſomewhat 
ſuperannuated, the Bookſeller was. very 
follicitons to have it ſet off with ſome Pre- 
face that might recommend it to the Genius 
of the Age, and reconcile it to the preſent 


 quniture of Aﬀairs. A pretty task in- 


deed: That is as \much-as to ſay, To 
trick up the good old: Biſhop. in a yel. 
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4 
low Coif and a nn fad, that he may 
be fit for the Publick, and appear in Fa- 
ihion, In the mean time 'tis what I al- 
wayes preſaged : From a Writer of 
Books, our Author is already dwinled 
to a Preface-monger, and from Prefaccs 


Tam confident he may in a ſhort time 


be improved to.cndite Tickets for the 
Bear-Garden. But the Bookſeller 1 
ice was a cunning Fellow, and knew his 
Man. Fer who fo proper as a young 
Prieſt to ſacrifice to the Genius of the 
Age; yea, though his Conſcience were 
the Offering ? And none more ready to 
Nick a juncture of Afﬀairs, than a mala- 
pert Chaplain; though. not one indeed 
of a hundred but diſlocates them iu the 
handling: And yet our Auther is very 
maidenly, and condeſcendsto his Book- 
ſeller not without ſome reluctance, as 
being, forſooth, firſt of: all xoxe of the 
moſt zealous Patrons of the Preſs. 

Though he hath ſo lately forfeited his 
Credit, yet herein I dare belive him : 
For the Preſs hath owed him a fhame a 
ong time, and is but now beginning to 
Pay off the Debt. The Preſs (that vi/- 
«1045 Engine) invented much _ the 
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ſame time with the Reformation, that 
hath done, more miſchief to the Diſci- 
pline” of our Church, then. all the Do- 
Erine can make amends: for. 'Twas 
an happy time when all Learning was 
in Manuſcript, and ſome little Officer, 
like our Author, did keep. the Keys of 
the Library. When the Clergy needed 
no more knowledg then-to.read. the Li- 
turgy, and the' Laity no more Clerk- 
ſhip than to ſave them from Hanging. 
But now, ſincc Printing came into the 
World, ſuch is the miſchief, -thata-Man 
cannot write a, Books but, preſcutly he 
is anfwered...; ; Could, the Prefs. hut: once. 
be conjured: to obey paly an 7mprimatur, 
our Autior might not diſdain perhaps 
ta be one of its mo zealoys RR 
There have. been. ways, fonnd: out- tor 
baniſh,Miniſters; to. Eine not 'only the 
People ;. but even the G Groundy, and, 
Fieldz where :they Aſembled-in': Cone 
venticles: But no Art:yet could: pre- 
vent theſe ſcditious meetings. of Let- 
ters. TI wo! or: three brawny.,Fellows 
12,4 .Corner,; with mecs-Ink\and Elbow-: 
greaſe, do..more harm-than, an hundred 
Syſtematical Divines with their /; weaty _,

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Preaching, And, which is a ftrange 
thing, the very” Spunpes ,' which one 
would think -ſhoutd rather deface and 
blot out the whoſe” Book, and were 
arciently-uſed' to that purpoſe, arc be- 
come now the Inftruments to make 
things legible. Their ugly Printing- 
Letters, that look but like ſo many 
rotten Teeth, -How oft have they been 
pry out by 3. and Z. the Publick. 
oottdrawers 7 and yet theſe raſcally 
Operators of the Preſs have got a trick 
to faften them again in a few Minutes, 
that they grow as firm a Set, and as. 
Biting and Talkative as ever., O -Prive- 
ing kewthaſt thou diſturb'd the Peace. 
of Mankind ! that'Lead; when mould- 
ed into _— , is not ſo mortal .as 
d into Letters ! There 

was:a miſtake ſure in the Story of Cad- 
»1/;\'and the Serpents Teeth which he 
ſowed were nothing elſe but the Let- 
ters which he invented, The firſt Efſay

But, next of all, our Author, beſide 
his Averſion from: the Preſs, alledges, 
that he 5 as much concerned as De-wit,or 
any of the high and Mighty Burgomaſters, 
in matters of 4a cloſer and more comforta- 
ble importence to himſelf and his own Af- 
fairs. And yet who ever {hall take the 
pains to read over his Preface, will fmd 
that it intermeddles with the King, the 
Succeſhon, the Privy-Council, Popery, 
Atheiſm,, Biſhops , Eccleſiaſtical Go- 
vernment, and above all with Non- 
conformity, and F. O. A man would 
wonder that this. thing ſhould be of a 
cloſer importance.

Now 
as0 Salyation he could not be ſo much-

For that I confeſs might have 
been a ſufficient Excuſe from: Writing 
of Prefaces, and-againſt the Importuni- 
ty of the Bookſeller. 
all Buſineſs ſhould have given place to 
the work of Propagation. Nor was 
there any thing tliat- could more cloſe- 
ly. import him, than that the Race and 
Family of the Railers ſhould be perpe- 
tuated among Mankind. Who could 
1m Reaſon expect that a Man ſhould in 
the ſame moments undertake the labour 
of an Author and a Father ? Neverthe- 
leſs, he ſaith, he could not but yield (o far 


as to improve every fragment of time that + 


he could get into his own diſpoſal, to gra- 
tifie the Importunity of the Bookſeller, 
W agever Civility graJuated up and in-

"Twas fit that. 
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hanc'd to ſuch a 6B, His Miftrefs.her 
ſelf could: not. have endeared a Favour 
ſo nicely, nor granted .1t with more 
ſweetneſs. :- 

Was the Book(eller more Importunate, 
or the Authowr more Conrteous ?

And ſo, not being able to ſhake him 
off , thzs, he ſaith, hath brought forth this

matically. There had been indeed, as 
I have heard, about the «ayes of Biſhop 


Bramball, a fort of Divincs here of that 
Leaven, who being dead, I cover their | 


Names, if not for Healths fake, yet for 
Decency, who never could ſpeak of the 


firſt Reformers with any patience ; who 


pruned themſelves in the peculiar Vt- 
rulency of their Pens, and fo they 
might ſay a tart thing concerning the 
Forcin Churches, cared not what ob- 
loquy they caſt upon the Hiſtory or the 
profeſſion of Religion. And thoſe men 
undertook [tkewiſe to vent their Wit 
and their Cholar under the ſtyle of the 
Church of Fnglavd; and werc indeed: 
ſo far owned by Her, that what prefer- 
ments were in her own diſpoſal, ſhe ra- 
ther conferr'd upon them And now 
when they were gone off the Stage, 
there is riſen up this Spiritual Mr. 
Bajes ; who having aſſumed to himſelf 
an incopruous plurality of Eccleſia- 
fftal Offices, one the moſt ſevere, of 
Penitential-Univerſal to the Reform. 
ed Chu:ches; the other moſt ridicu- 
lous, of Buffoon-General to the Church 
of England, may be henceforth capable 
of any other promotion. And not be- 
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ing content to enjoy his own Folly, he 
has taken two others into Partnerfhip; 


. as fit for his deſign, as thoſe two that 


clubb'd with Afahomer in making the 
Alchoran :-W ko by a perverſe Wit and 
Repreſentation might traveſteer the 
Scripture, and render all the careful 
and ſcxious part of Religion odious 
and contemptible. But, leſt I might be 
miſtaken as to the Perſons I mention, 
I will aflure the Reader that I intend 
not Huddibras : For he is a man of the 
other Robe, and his excellent Wit hath 
taken a flight far above theſe Whiflers : 
That whoever atiikes the choice of his 
Subject, cannot but commend his per- 
formance, and calculate 1f on fo barren 
a Theme he were ſo copious, vyhat ad- 
mirable ſport he would have made with 
an Eccletiaſiical Politician, But for a 
Daw-Divine not only to foul his own 
Neſt in England, but to pull in pieces 
the Neſis of thoſe beyond-Sea, 'tis that 
which I think undecent and of very ill 
example. There is not indeed much 
danger, his Book, his Letter, and his 
Prefice being write in Engliſh, that they 
ſhoi!id paſs abroad : But, if they be 
Printed upon incombuſtible Paper, or

by reaſon of the many Avocations of 
our Church they may eſcape a Cen- 
ſure, yet tis likely they may die at 
Home the common fate of ſuch Trea- 
tiſes amongſt the moſt judicious Oyl- 
men and Grocers. Unleſs Mr. Bayes 
be ſo far in love with his own Whelp, 
that, as a Modern Lady, he will be at 
the charge of Tranſlating his Works in- 
to Latiy, tranſmitting them to the Uni- 
verſities, and Dedicating them in the 
Vaticay. But, ſhould they unhappily 
Set Vent abroad (as I hear ſome are al- 
ready ſent over for curioſity) what 
Scandal, what Heart-burning and Ani- 
moſity muſt it raiſe againſt our Church ? 
Unleſs they chance to take it right at 
firſt, and ljmit the Provocation within 
the Author, And then , what can he 
expect in return of his Civility , but 
that the Complement which paſſed be- 
twixt 4rminins and Banaires ſhould con 
center upon him, that he is both Oppro- 
brium Academie,and Peſtis Eccleſia. For 
they will ſee at the firſt that his Books 
come nor out under Publick Authority, 
or Recommendation: but ouly as things 
of Buffoonery do commonly, they car- 
ry with them their own Imprimatnr ; 
(but 
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(but 1 hope he hath confidered Mr. LC. 
in private, and payed his Fees.) Net- 


ther will the Gravity therefore of their 
Judgments take the meaſures, I hope, 
cither of the Education at our Univer- 
ſities, or of the Spirit of our Divines, 


or of the Prudence, Piety, and Doctrine 
of the Church of Zxgland, from ſuch 


an Interloper. Thoſe Gardens of ours 


uſe to bear much better Fruit. 


There 


may happen ſometimes an ill Year, or 
there may be ſuch a Crab-ſtock as can- 
not by all Ingrafting be corrected, But 


senerally it proves otherwiſe. 


Once 


perhaps in a hundred years there may 
ariſe ſuch a Prodigy in the Univerſity 
(where all Men elſe learn better Arts 
and better Manners) and from thence 
mzy creep into the Church (where the 
Teazhers at leaſt ought to be well in- 
ſtructed in the knowledge and practice 
of Chriſtianity ) ſo prodigious a Perſon 
I ſay may evenghere be hatch'd, as ſhall 
neither know or care how to behave 
himſelf to God or Man; and who ha- 
ving never feen the reccptacle of Grace 
or Conſcience at an Anatomical Diſ- 
ſection , may conclude thercfore that 
there is no ſuch matter, or no. ſuch ob- 


ligation 
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ligation. among Chriſtians ; who ſhall 
perſecute the Scripture it ſelf, unieſs it 
will conform to his Interpretation ; 
who ſhall ſtrive to put the World into 
Blood, and animate Princes to be the 


Executioners of their own Subjects for. 


well-doing. All this is poſhble; but 
comes to paſs as rarely and at as long 

eriods in our Climate, as the birth of 
a falſe Prophet. But unluckily, in this 
fatal Year of Seventy Two, among all 
the Calamities that ARrologers forc- 
tel, this alſo hath bcefaln us. I would 
not hereby confirm his Vanity, as if I 
alſo bclieved that any Scheme of Hea- 
ven d:d 1fluence his actions, or that he 
were ſo conſiderable as that the Comet 
under which they ſay we yet labour, 
had fore-boded the appearance of his 
Preface. No, no : Though he be a crea- 
ture molt nox:ous, yet he 1s more de- 
ſpicable. A Comet is of far higher 
quality, and hath other kind of imploy- 
ment. Although we call it an Hairy- 
Star, it affords no prognoſtick of what 
breeds there : But the Aſtrologer that 
would deicern our Author and his Bu- 
lineſs, muſt lay by his Teleſcope, and 
uſe a Microſcope, You may find tim 
ſtill

till in Mr. Caivin's head. Poor Mr. 
Calvin and Biſhop Bramhal, what crime 
did you dye guilty of, that you cannot 


lye quiet in your Graves, but muſt be 


conjured up on the Stage as oft as Mr. 
Bajes will ferret you ? And which of 
you two are moſt unfortunate I cannot 
determine ? whether the Biſhop in be- 
ins alwales courted, or the Presbyter 
in being alwales rail'd at. But in good 
earceſt I think Mr. Ca/viz hath the bet- 
ter of it, For, though an ill man can- 
not by prailing confer honour, nor þ 
reproaching fix an ignuminy , and fo 
they may ſeem on equal terms 2? yet 
there 1s more 1n It : for arthe ſame 
time that we may imagine what is Taid 
bv ſuch an Author to be faiſe , we con- 
ceive the contrary io be true, What. 
he ſaith of him indeed in this place did 
not come very. well in : for Calvin writ 
nothing againſt Biſhop Pramhal , and 
cherefore here :t amounts to no more 
than thar his Spirit forſcorh had pro- 
pagated an original 77:ÞiAzreſs and 
falfe Orthodoxy 2mcenylt all his Foilow- 
ers, Bucif you look in crhcr pages of 
his Book, and PRney pag. 663 of 
'S 
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his Defenee,you never ſaw ſuch a Scar- 
crow 2s he makes him. There ſprang up 
amighty Bramble on the South ſide the 
Lake Lemaue , that (ſuch is the yarnkne(s 
of the ſoil ) ſpread and flouriſhed with {ſuch 
a ſudden growth, that partly by the tndaſtry 
of his Agents abroad,and paytly by its own 
2#dcfatigable pains and pragmaticalneſſe 
:t quite over-ran the whole Reſormation.-- 
You muſt conceive that Afr. Bayes was 
all this while in an Extaſy in Dodona's : 
Grove 3; orelſe here is (trange work, 
worſe than explicating a Poſt , or exa- 
mining a Pillar. A Bramble that had 
Agents abroaa, & it ſelf an indefatigable 
Bramble. But ſtraight our Bramble is 
transformed toa Man, and he makes a 
Chair of Tnfal'ibil;ty for himſelf, out of 
his own Bramble Timber. Yet allthis. 
while we know not his Name. One 
would ſulpect it might be a Bp Bram- 
ble.But then he made himſelf both Pope & 
Emperor t00 of the greateſt part of the Re- 
formed World. How near does this come 
ro his Commendation of Bilhop Bram- 
hl before ? For our Author ſeems co- 
pious , bur is indecd very poor of Ex- 
prcflion;and, as ſmiling and rowning 
-ArC 
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are performed in the face with the ſame 
muſcles very little alcered ; ſo toe 
changing of a line or two in Mr. B-jes 
at any time, will make the ſame thing 
ſerve fora Panegyrick or a Phil ippick. 
But what do you think of this Man ? 
Could Miſtriſs 2Zopſa her ſelf have fur- 
niſhed you with a more pleaſant and 
worthipful Tale ? In wants nothing of 
perfetion ; but that it doth not begin 
wit Once #501 atime ? Which Maſter 
B yes, according to his Accuracy, it he 
had thought on*c, would never have 0+ 
mitted. Yet fome Critical People, 
who will exa& Truth in Falſhood, and 
taxupanold-wife's fable to the pun- 
Quality of Hiſtory, were blaming him 
t'other day for placins this Bramble 
oN the South-lide of the Lake Lemans. 
T ſaid,it was well and wiſelv done that 
he choſe a South Sun for the better and 


. more ſudden growth of ſuch a Fruit- 


tree. Ay, ſaid they, but he means 
Calvin by the Bramble ; and the rank 
oil on the South ſide the Lake Lemane 18 
the City of Geneva, btuate (as he would 
have it) on the South tide of that Lake 

> Now 
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Now it istrange that he, having-tra- 
vell'd fo well, ſhould not have obſerv'd 
that the Lake lies Ealtand Weſt, and 
that Geneva 15 built at the Weſt end of 
it. Piſh, fa1dT, that's no ſuch great 
matter, and, as Mr. Bayes hath it-upon 
arother occalion, whether it be (0 or.n0, 
the fortunes of Ceſar and the Reman Em- 
pire are not concerncd init. One of the 
Company would not let that paſs,- but 
told us if we look'd in Ceſir's Com- 
mentaries, we ſhould find their for- 
tunes were concern'd, for it was the 
Helveaian Paſlage, and many miltakes 
might have riſen in the marching of 
the Army.

Inſomuch 
thatTamever and anon diſputing with 
my felf whether Mr, Bayes be indeed 
ſo 1ll-natured a perſon as ſome would . 
have him, and do not rather innocently 
write things (as he profeſſes pag. 4. of 
bis Preface) ſo exceeding all belief, that 
he may make himſelf and{*the company 
merry, I ſometimes could think that 
he intends no harm either to Publick 
or Private, but only rails contentedly 
ro himſelf and his Muſes : That he 
ſecks*onely his own diverſion , and 
chargeth his Gun with Wind but to 
{hoot at the Air, Or thac, like Boyes, 
ſo he may make a great Paper-Kite of 
his own Letter of 850 pages, & his Pre- 
face @f an hundred, he hath no further 
deiign upon the Poultry of the Village.

on the head. This here 1s the leaſt per- 
nicious of all his miſchiefs : though 1t 
be no lefle in this & all his other Books 
thanto make the German Proteftancy a 
reproachful Proverb, and to turn Gene- 
va and Calvin into a Common-Place 
of Railing. I had alwayes heard that 
Calvin was a good Scholar , and an Bb- 
neſt Divine. I have indeed read that 
he ſpoke ſomerhing conteniptuoufly of 
our Liturgy : St in ilio Libro qucedam 
tolerabiles ineptie, But that wasa {in 
which we may charitably ſuppoſe he 
repented of on his deaili-bed, And if 
Ar.

Germany and Geneva, Had be 
no Friends, to have given him good 
counſei before his Und-r ſtanding were 
quite unſettled, : or if there were none 
near, why did not men call in the 
nejghbours and ſend for the Parſon of

Howeyer though it be a particular da- 
mage, it may tend to a general advan- 
tage : and young ſtudents will I hope 
by-his example learn. to beware hence- 
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forward of overweening Preſumption _ 
and prepoſterous Ambition. For this 
Gentleman,as I have heard,after he had 
read Don Daixot and the ible, belides 
ſuch School-Books as were Fnecefſary 
for his age, was ſent early to the Vn:- 
verſity : and there ſtudied hard, and in 
a ſhort time became a competent Rhe- 
torician, and no ill Diſputant.

For being of an amorous Com- 
plexion, and finding hiniſelf (as I told 


you) the Cock; Divine and the Tock-771t 
of the Family,he took the priviledge to 
walk among the Hens : and thought it

on. Is this the ſame thing now ? And 
tow does this Defence take off the Ob- 
jection? And yet he tares and ons 
an 
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and declaims as if he had the Truth on 
his ſide. Arlaſt he firive; to brings him- 
ſelf off and ſalve the matter 1n the ſam - 
Pag. 49. with, 1: brief it is not the rich 
Citizen, but the WVealtis; Fanatich that 1 
have branded for an untovernable Bealt, 
and that nit as Wealthy bat as Fanatick. 
Subtile Diitinguiſher ! I ſee if we give 
him but Rope enough what he will 
come to. Mr. Bayes, many as proper 
a man as your ſelf hath march'd up 
Holborn for diſtinguiſhing betwixt the 
Wealth and the Fanatick : And more 
over-tet' me tell you, Fanatick Money 
hath no-Ear-mark. 

So concerning the Magiſtrates power 
in Religion, wherein his Anfwerer had 
remark'd ſome unſafe paſſages : whoop 
Mr. Bajes ! pag 12. of his firſt Book be- 
fore quoted : Unleſs Princes have power 
#9 bind their Subjects to what Religion they 
apprehend moſt advantagiogs, QC. They 
are no better than Statues of Authority. 
Holla Bajes. Pag. 467. of the ſecond

Book is but one huge Lye 400 pages long: 
Judge now who is the Forger ; and

So careful was 
the Supreme Magiſtrate in thoſe dayecs 
not to umpoſe upon the Conſcience ; 
and the Wiſdom of it is confirm- 
ed by the experience of our time : 
Whea fo eminent a Divine, as I men- 
tioned before, thought fit to write a 
whole Volumue concerning the Holi- 
neſs of LENT ; though, if I be not 
deceived, this Doctrine too 1s prchi- 
bited by Act vf Pariiament, under the 
ſame Penalty. But, faith Bayes therc, 
T te matter inacedof this Law was nit of 
any great moment, but this Declaration 
annexed to it provea of a fatal and miſ- 
ch evous Conſequerce.

In all his Writings 
he doth io corfound terms, he leaps 
croſs, he hath more doubics (nay tri- 
plcs and quadruples) than any Hare, 
ſo that he tr1:ks himſelf fecure of the 
Hunters. And in this ſecond Book, 
even the length of it was ſome Policy, 
For you muſt know it 1s all but an Ept- 
ſtle to the Author of the Friend!) De- 
bate ; and thought he with himſelf, _ 
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hath ſo much leiſure trom his own af- 
fairs, that he will read a Letter of ano- 
ther mans bufineſs of cight hundred 
pages? But yet, thought he again, 
(and I could be content they did read 
it) in all matters of Argn1ment I will 
ſo muddle my ſelf in Ink, tat there 
ſhall be no catching, no findu.g me; 
and beſides I will tpecak alwayes with 
ſo Magiſterial a Conhdence , that vo 
modeſt man (and moit inpenicus per- 
ſons are ſo) ſhall fo inuch as quetch at 
me, but be beat out of Conntenance: 
And plain men ſhall thi k that 1 durſt 
not Falk at ſuch a raie but that ] have 
a Commiſſion.

Church of England , #nder the protetion 
| of a wiſe and gracious Prince : eſpecially 
when beſides the impregnable confidence 
that we _ his own [nelmation , 
it is ſo manifeſt, that he never can forſake 
it either in Honour er Intereſt. This is 
a pretty way of cokeſing indeed, while 
yon arc all this while cutting the graſs 
under his feet, and animating the peo- 
ple againſt the exerciſe of his Eccleſi- 
aſtical Supremacy, Men are not ſo 
Plain-hearted, but they can ſee through 
this oblique Rhetorication and Sophi- 
try.

And, I obſerve, that 
all the Argument of your Book is but 
very frivolous and trivial : Ouly the 
memory of the late War ſerves for de- 
mouſtration, 
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monſtration, and the deteſtable ſentence 
and Execution of Þ1> late Majcfty, is re- 
preſented again upou the Scatfoid , and 
you having been, I ſuſpect, better ac- 
quainted with Parliament Declarations 
formerly upon another account, do now 
apply and turn them all over to prove 
that the late War was wholly upon 4 
Fanatical Cauſe, and the diſſenting 
party do ſtill go big with the fame 
Monſter. I grew hereupon much di1-

WV hile thercfare the FRingdom ws 
tumaePinty a Ping, ran clint 
tis Ei olefieftical Conn, aud' many of tte 
eminenteſt of tne Gentry of Ergland 
were under reſtraint, they. 't:;ought it 
ſcaſondble to recover once again their 
antient Glory, and to Afagnificat the 
Church with triumphal Pomp and Ce- 
remony. The three Ceremonies that 
have the Countenance of Law, would 
not ſuffice, butthey were alE upon new 
Inventions, and happy was he that was 
endued with that capacity , for he was 
ſure before all. others to be preferr'd.
